On Saturday July 21, the CCPA 
and KRVM proudly welcome Bad 
Mitten Orchestre CD Release 
Show with special guests Water 
Tower Bucket Boys. 

The Bad Mitten Orchestre met 
and found their footing in Eugene 
one Saturday Market morning. 
Bonding over their enthusiasm for 
whimsy, storytelling and colorful 
lyrics, they collaborated to create 
a unique sound and soon found 
themselves on stages all over the 
West Coast. 

Often described as “Lyrical 
Folk Cabaret”, their music features 
a blend of Americana and Gypsy 
roots combined with an energy all 
its own, created by the collective 
personalities of the band’s 
members. 

The five-piece band features 
Naima Muntal and Ila Kreigh 
on lead vocals. Both compose 
original pieces filled with rich vocal 
harmonies and vivid imagination.

Bad Mitten’s new record, Baby 
Gone Broke On Through, was 
recorded and produced by their 
dear friend JD Sharp at Records 
West of Portland. The album is a 
true labor of love as the Orchestre 
jumped from various band 
members’ houses and basements, 
rigging their own portable 
recording studio wherever they 
went. The organic process of this 
record’s creation, in combination 
with the personal struggles of 
the band members, makes Baby 
Gone Broke On Through their 
most accomplished project yet, 
and showcases their growth as 
musicians and individuals.

George Watsky is a rapper, writer 
and performer from San Francisco now 
living in Los Angeles. A versatile lyricist 
who switches between silly and serious, 
technically complex and simply heartfelt, 
George won the Brave New Voices 
National Poetry Slam in 2006. Immediately 
after, George appeared on the final season 
of Russell Simmons Presents Def Poetry 
in 2007 -- and subsequently performed at 
over 150 universities across the country -- 
while still a college Freshman. 


George graduated from Emerson 
College with a B.A. in “Writing and Acting 
for the Screen and Stage”. Rapping all the 
while under the name ‘Watsky’, George 
self-released the barely-heard jazz-hip-hop 
record Invisible Inc. in 2007 and the self- 
titled Watsky in 2010, which peaked at #7 
on the iTunes hip-hop charts. In January 
2o11 George’s fast rapping went viral and 
led to two appearances on the Ellen Show, 
a slot on Last Call with Carson Daly, and 
an exploding online profile. 

George has performed at the Just for 
Laughs festival in Montreal, the NAACP 
Image Awards on FOX, three times at 
the Kennedy Center in Washington, DC, 
and has been featured in XXL, Billboard 
Magazine and the New York Times 
Magazine. 

Watsky’s social media presence made 
him one of only 23 artists dubbed by ‘The 
Next Big Sound’ as a ‘Big Sound of zorr 
-- alongside Mac Miller, Kreayshawn and 
Skrillex.

Jonathan Park, better known by 
his stage name Dumbfoundead, is an 
Argentine-born American rapper of 
Korean descent -- originating from the 
Koreatown neighborhood of Los Angeles. 
Best known for his affiliation with Los 
Angeles based hip-hop collective Project 
Blowed, he has participated in the West 
Coast division of rap battle league Grind 
Time, and in Jumpoff’s 2007 World Rap 
Championships; both of which have given 
rise to his strong web presence. He has 
also done a stint as the opening act for 
South Korean hip-hop group Epik High’s 
Map the Soul tour, and is also a member 
of the hip-hop trio Thirsty Fish and Los 
Angeles battle crew Swim Team. 

Under an independent label, DFD 
has released three albums: Super Barrio 
Brothers, Fun With Dumb and Clockwise. 
A solo album titled DFD was released on 
November 1, 2011. 

Dumbfoundead is known as a comedic 
emcee for his jokes, disses, and rebuttals 
in battle. His videos have become quite 
popular through YouTube.

COPA ANNUAL MEMBERSHIP MEETING 


The Community Center for 
the Performing Arts’ Annual 
Membership Meeting was held on 
Tuesday, May 15, at the WOW 
Hall. Forty-eight members 
attended as well as several 
members of the public. 

Staff and members of the 
standing committees presented 
reports to the membership. 

Staff Management Committee 
reported upgrades to the sound 
system including a new monitor 
board, microphones and 
speakers, as well as extensive 
repair and maintenance on 
existing equipment to increase 
its life expectancy. Calyn 
Kelly developed the inaugural 
Sound and Light Workshop, a 
collaborative series of workshops 
involving area professionals in 
the fields of sound, lights and 
production. A twice a week 
Zumba class has been added to the 
educational program, joining the 
ongoing West African Dance and 
Drum classes. And a new booth 
was constructed at the Oregon 
Country Fair in cooperation with 
KLCC, Rainbow Valley Design 
& Construction and dozens of 
volunteers. 

Bookkeeper Kim Johnson 
made the financial report. As of 
April 30, the CCPA had raised 
$484,043 of its projected 2011- 
12 budget of $574,833, or 84% 
with two months to go. This 
included $299,318 in ticket sales 
(96% of budget) and $24,513 in 
memberships (87% of budget). 
Out of that, $200,689 was paid 
out as artist fees and facilities. 

Facilities Committee reported 
that a Kinsman Family 
Foundation grant had funded 
a partial restoration of the 
interior pews and benches 
and a effort was currently 
underway to attract additional 
funding. The West 8th Avenue 
Collaborative Neighborhood 
Improvement Grant funded 
landscaping, lighting and exterior 


improvements. Sidewalk repair 
and preservation of the heritage 
oak trees on the west side of 
the building is being completed. 
And the Hall has installed an 
electrical back-up system for 
emergency lighting and fire safety 
compliance. 

The — Fundraising/Education 
Committee obtained grant 
support for the inaugural Sound 
& Light Workshop from the 
Mark Vann Foundation and 
Pacific Continental Bank, as well 
as general operating support 
from the City of Eugene Cultural 
Services Division administered by 
Lane Arts Council. 

Personnel Committee 
announced the hiring of new 
staff: Laura Farrelly as Volunteer 
Coordinator, Sam Harmon as 
House Manager/Social Media 
Coordinator (Sam is also the 
Volunteer Art Director), Kim 
Johnson as Bookkeeper, Caitlin 
Mendiaz for Poster Distribution, 
Jay Schroeder as Monitor 
Engineer and Katy Vizdal as Office 
Manager/Booking Assistant. 

For the 2012-13 fiscal year 
beginning July 1, the CCPA 
proposed a total budget of 
$563,469, with $524,736 in 
earned income and $38,733 in 
contributions. | Expenses were 
broken down as $305,463 in 
operating costs, $258,006 in 
production expenses, and $85,100 
in capital improvements. After a 
lively discussion, the proposed 
budget was approved with one 
member voting in opposition. 

A public comment / open 
forum solicited ideas and 
comments from those attending 
(see sidebar). 

Eight nominations were 
accepted to fill the five board 
seats up for election. CCPA 
members Gayle Chisholm, Aaron 
Dietrich, Adrian Dombrowski, 
Mayo Finch, Robbie Greene, 
Dennis Keller, Sara Schmigelsky 
and Robert Shepard accepted 


nomination for the five open 
seats. Elected to the board were 
Gayle Chisholm, Aaron Dietrich, 
Robbie Greene, Sara Schmigelsky 
and Robert Shepard. 

Thanks are due to all of the 
candidates. Special thanks to 
retiring board members Mayo 
Finch and Colin Quisenberry. 

The new board held their 
first meeting on June 14 and 
elected officers for the coming 
year: Chair: Louisa deHeer; Vice- 
Chair: Craig Lawrence; Secretary: 
Sara Schmigelsky; and Treasurer: 
Gayle Chisholm.
